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REMARKS 

This responds to the Restriction Requirement dated November 14, 2006. 
Claims 18, 32, and 74 are currently amended to correct editorial errors. 
Claims 1-78 remain pending in the application. 



Provisional Election 

In response to the Restriction Requirement, Applicant provisionally elects, with traverse, 
to prosecute claims of Species 3, identified by the Examiner as "Figures 6-8." Applicant believes 
that claims 18-32, 36, 37, 56-72, and 75-78 read on Species 3, and are therefore provisionally 
elected for prosecution. 



Traversal of the Restriction Requirement 

The Restriction Requirement requires restriction to one of Species 1 (Figures 1-3), 
Species 2 (Figures 4-5), and Species 3 (Figures 6-8). 

Applicant respectfully traverses the restriction requirement with respect to Species 2 and 
3 on the basis that these species have a disclosed relationship. The Restriction Requirement 
distinguishes Species 2 and 3 by figures. However, both species 2 and 3 relate to controlling 
delivery of a specific type of drug ("a drug shifting a source of metabolically synthesized energy 
for cardiac contractions from fatty acid to glucose") from an implantable drug delivery device 
using a metabolic signal sensed by an implantable sensor. Applicant respectfully submits that 
due to this disclosed relationship, Species 2 and 3 can be efficiently and effectively searched in a 
single search with no additional burden placed on the Examiner. 

The Restriction Requirement states: "Currently, no claims are considered generic." 
Applicant respectfully traverses this statement and submits that at least claims 18 and 56 are 
generic to Species 2 and 3. 

Applicant respectfully requests withdrawal of the restriction requirement with respect to 
Species 2 and 3, thereby allowing claims 1-37 and 56-78 to be elected for prosecution. 
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CONCLUSION
